Much was hoped for when Ser Nicholus 
succeeded Sir Jolin Walsham; there 
bas been no realisation of these early 
hopes. For their dienppointment, it is 
impossible to say bow far Sir Nicholas 
O'Conor is responsible. At the Forcign 
Office, for the gréater portion of the 
time ho has held his appointment, the 
Radicals: wera in power, and neither 
colovists nor Wome electors have been 
accustcmed to expect o vigorous foreign 
clicy from Radical Administrations. 
There is a conilict of opinion amongst 
those who have met, Sir Nicholas, bat 
so fur as the ordinary observer is able to 
judge his actions while representing the 

ritish Empire at Peking he is not what 
is generally termed a strong wan. At 
all times the position of Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to China js a difficult one to 
fill; Peking is a long way from Lon- 
don, and, therefore, does not come 
directly under the notice of the British 
elector, who as a role, is very insular in 
bis notions and very. parochial in hia 
politics, ‘so that there is not much 
encouragement for the Minister who 
indulges in a slap-dasli’ vigorous. policy 
in the interests of the country he repre- 
sents. ‘Then again, as has been’ re-

AMERICAN MISSIONS ATTACKED BY TURKS. 
Constantinople, Ang. 15.—Aczxicty. pro- 
vaila here for the American missiunaries at 
Marcovan, a small town twenty-foor miles 
northwest of Amasia, in the Valleyet of 
Sivas, Asia Minor, on account of the Ar- 
menian campaign ogainst thosa of their 
compatriots who are thought to bo spies. 
An Armenian priest éuspected of apying 
was recently murdered at Scutoria, just 
opposite Constantinople, by the incensed 
Armenians asa result of which many Ar- 
chiang in Scutaria and other suburbs of 
Constantinople bave been imprisoned. 
Thirtoou students of the American enllage 
were expelled last year because theit fathers 
were thought to have been mixed up in the 
Armenian movement suspicion having fallen 
on the collego and among tho list of persons 
condemned by the Armenian committeg are 
five professors of tho culloge, two béing 
Americans.

The anniversary was eign- 
alized here by the laying of the foandation | 
stone ta tho monument of the late Empe- 
ror William 2 by his grandeon, William II, 
in tho presenca uf many German sovereigna 
and other dignitaries. 

_At 9 o’clook o flourish of trumpets an- 
seunced tho srrival of Emperor William, 
who was received by Claucellor von Ho- 
henlohe. Tho emperor deposited ander 
tho foundation stone of the menument to 
bis grandfather s memorial dacumont, in 
which he referred to tho onthuaiastio up- 
rising of tho German nation under bis 


grandfather, Emperor William the Groat, 
who hed rostored the Germans to their 
ardently desired anity and had saccocded 
ia aceuring for the nowly arisen empire ite 
proper weight in the. eystem of states, 
Then, addressing the brilliant aseemblage, 
the emperor said: -’ < 

* The self-sacrificing record of the Gere 
man princess, the wise counsel and energatic 
sopport of von Bismarck, the consummate 
strategy and genius of von Moltke, the 
unegaalicd courage and ability of the com- 
manders of the army. and, befars all, Crown 
Princo Frederick William, the devoted 
fidelity of Field Murshal von Roon and the 
discipline of the people, rendered auccess 
certain, Bat also in tha dirastion of worke 
of peace, the emperor was untiring to his 
last breath in active fartherance of the 
welfare of the working classes. The 
statue of William the Grent should form.a 
tostimony of inextinguishable gratitude of 
the princes and peopie of Germany.’ 

Atthis point Count von Lerchfeld, the 
Bavarian envoy plenipotentiary, handcd 
Ewperor William o trowel, requesting that 
hia majesty Iny the foundation of a memo- 
rivl which would rémind Germany of 
tho greatest period of her history and which 
the entire nition desired to orect to the 
foundor of the German empire. 

After the emperor had spread the cement 
on tho stone, Baron von Buel-Berendberg. 
president of the Reichstag, gave bis majasty 
a mallot, at the somo timo declaring the 
memorini would be @ brooze moanment of 
inestingnishibte gratitude of the nation. 
Emperor William then tappod the stone 
thrice with the mallet, saying —— 

‘In memory. of the falien, io. recogaition 
of the living, and for the emulation of the 
futuro generations,’ 

‘The imperial, aad royal ‘personages pres- 
ent, beginuing with the orown prince, 
Frederick ‘William, andthe graad duke of 
Baden, next tapped the stone in succession, 
while a salute of 101 guns was fired and 
the bands played. 

Chancellor un Hohenlote- proposed three 
cheers for tfie emperor, which were given 
with the greatest enthusiasm, ‘The troops 
presented urma and the bands played ‘ Heil 
der Kaiser.’

THE DUTIES OF AN AUDITOR. 


In tha Conrt of Appoal on August 6, 
Lords Justices Lindley, Lopes and Rigby 
Rave judgment in an appoal by Mr W. Thov~ 
bald‘ from the ddcision uf Mr Justice 
Vaughan Williams holdiog him, as one of tho 
auditors of the London and General Bink, 
liable with certain. of the Directors for 
dividends paid out of capital. % 

Lord Justice Lindley, who atated that 
Lord Justice Lopes concurred with tho 
view he took of this case, said the appoal 
was by Mr Theobald, une of the auditors 
of the London and General Bank, which 
was being wound up, against an order 
tnade by Mr Justica Vaughan Williams, 


under Section 10 of the Companies Wind. 


ing-up Act of 1890. By thst order Mec 


‘Theobald and-the Direo.ors of the Bank 


were declared jointly and severally liable to 
pay to the Official Receiver two aumy, ond 
of 64961, and the other of 84864, being 
the amounts of dividends declared aud 
paid by tho bank io 1891 and 1892, and tha 
Defendants wero also ordered to pay in- 
terest on those amounts. The grounds on 
which the order was made were that thore: 
dividends were paid ont of capital, and that 
such poyments were made pursuant ty Re- 
solutions of the Shareholders based on re- 
commendations of the Directors, and upon 
balance-sheots sigaod: by the auditors, but 
which did oot represent the true Aoancial 
position of tha Company, It. was first 
urged on the part of the Appellant that an 
auditor was not an official of the Bank 
within the meaning of the misfeasance 
section, but that point was decided ngainst 
Me Theobald in April, It ‘was further 
contendod that the balance-sheet was in 
necordan’e with the books of the Bink, and 
that therefore the auditors, in tha cortifi- | 
cates they gave, had performed all that 
could be required of them; that the 
dividends were not sctually paid out of 
eopital, and therofore, however imprudcnt 
and reckless it might have been to pay. tho’ 
dividends, tho auditors were” not linble; 
and that, even if it wore held that the 
money camo out of capital, the auditors’ 
cortificate was not the direct and natural 
canse of the declaration of the dividends. . 
By tho articles of tho Bank it was the duty 
of the Directors, and aot-of the auditors, to 
recommend the amount to be appropriated. 
to divideod ; and it was for tho Shareholders, 
on tho recommendation of the Directora; to 
declare a dividend. But the Act of 1867 
required that auditors should be appoint. 
ed by the Shareholders, and report 
to them direct and not through the - 
Directors, the object being to secure to 
the Shareholders accorate and trustworthy 
information'as to the financial position of 
thecompany, It was no part of an auditor's 
duty to advise the Directors or Shervhol- 
dors as to what they “ought to do, nor had 
he anything to do with the prudence or im- 
pradenco of loans, nor with the manner in 
which the business was Geing conducted, 
But he did not discharge hia duty ia meroly 
examining. books without making inquiries 
to satisfy himself that the books disclosed 
the company’s trae position, In certifying 
the balance sbect for 1891, Mr Theobald 
made a aposial report, informing the Direo. 
tors what ho considered to bo tha truo

‘Tho son was quiet—no wind. While we lay to 
within 2 mile of her the ship Qiew up her s1080 
and went down stern first. We were picked up 
the next day bya Danish brig, 

Now tho odd thing is that tho Jetter which re- 
minded mo of that experience has nothing what- 
ever tu way about ships. Plense holy me to fiud 
out tho gasociation, 

Tho Indy who writes tho letter says that ia 
Jaly, 188, sha got a bad fright, Kxaclly what 
it waa cha doeun't toll, Z wisli sho did, Any- 
wny it so upset ber that she.didu't got over tle 
effects of it for nine years.
